Pursuant to Governor Cuomo’s Executive Order 202.6 effective on March 20 at 8 p.m. all non-
essential businesses and not-for-profit entities in the state shall utilize, to the maximum extent possible, any
telecommuting or work from home procedures that they can safely utilize

OASAS residential and community-based providers are considered essential businesses and are therefore not
covered by these workforce reductions and are expected to maintain operations.
